His family is 
liellcved to be of German origin. Due 
to oppression the Tuppcrs moved In 
turn from tSermany to England and 
from Er.trlnnd to America, later mig- 
rating to Acadia. 

Charles Tuppcr received both x Tub- 
lie School and High School education. 
Later, due to his ambition, he got 1o- 
A:r:!:er enough money to enter EJm- 
I'urph Vnivcriity, -nhcrc he obtained 
liis degree in me(l;c;no. He returned 
from Edinburgh, and began the prac- 
tice of his profession at Amherst, Xova 
Scotin. 

Before entering political Ufe, Br. 
TiijipcT luid .«-hùn-n great interest. In 
"he doings of the Conservative party. 
His first political speech was given 
in 3 sr.:. I^rom the outset, Tupper :m- 
liresscd his hearers .is s forceful 
Njieai;'.'". rjir:i.:!~ for .

Jn his first speech in the Nova Sco- 
tian Legislature he ilcclared that he 
Imd c'ouie to Parliament, not to play 
follow the loader, but to perform hon- 
estly and fearlessly, his duty to his 
country. Xo man, perhaps in the his- 
tory of Canadian jiolitics has be«-n so 
sinfle-iniiiUcd in the pur.suanco of ha 
(.■,:.(•• One of the fir.--t problems with 
vli l:\ Tujiper jrmiipled was the ques- 
iloti of common B:;hool education.

The free sohool system was not the 
only achievement of Tupper. During his

Magnetic and Electrical Meth-

At tljo second of a scries of lectures 
which was given yesterday In one 
rhyscs building. Doctor Keys con- 
tinned h;s expl.in.ition of l':ii'cl rliM4 
rrcstpectinç In its various ph,v>es and 
spoke on t'.in m.ignei o and electrical 
methods, ]le briefly expla-lned the in- 
struments used, The principle on which 
they operate and also related some of 
hip own experiences in the field last 
summer. H:s remarks were very clearly 
illustrated by means of lantern slides 
and ."iCt-.ia"; demor.f Initions. 

In review r.g tho subject of his last 
lecture V:. Keys just explained the 
uses to w'.ilch Electrical Prospecting 
could be placed and in tho case of 
the magnetic method declared that 
a:though the presence of certain mcta's 
cannot be ind;cated. magnetic oro is 
very readily located. Of these orîs 
magnetite is one of the best examples 
and since niagnel'tc sometimes occurs 
with gold and other valuable metals. 
The uses of tCils method arc obvious. 
Iron and oil can also be located by 
means of the maguetlo Instruments. 
D.-. Keys aga'n mentioned the inag- 
ne-tic necd'c and the maemetic vario- 
meter and pointed out how these In- 
struments can bo employed to locatif 
ore cithpf In tht lior ?. nla! r r vertical 
field.

Compares Living Religions of 
the World in Interest- 
ing Talk 

Before a group ot the S.C.A. last 
night. Dr. Welsh gave an Interesting 
tallt on Comparative P.».!:slona. He 
st.ated that there w.=re eleven ilvins 
religions and many dead. Three of tlie 
principle living religions hav<; sacred 
books, namely Christianity. Moham- 
medanism and Hinduism. There are the 
earliest Î!teral';r2 ot those religions. 
In these three, ".here is some moment- 
ous event near the start. All are en- 
titled to be judsred at their best and 
developed greatly when transplanted. 
There are three main lines for the 
comparison of C'U5ior,.<i. Evîry r^jHglon 
has (I) An Ideal God or Supreme Be- 
ing (2) Some tangible gala or objective, 
and (3) the means ot attaining that ob- 
jective. 

The Demons in e'-'ery re::g; >r. i,-e a!! 
lllicet and discredited gods, culti'.ated 
uuictly by the various sects of each 
religion. There are several resemb- 
lances existing in reli;!'>n3 wi:h whl'.-h 
we r.i'. .■ k:-..v,v j.-or instance. 

Triads are pre-eminent in the Egyptian 
Babylonian, Indian, and, in a more 
modified way, Japanese beliefs. These 
Triads are accomodations for deities 
which have .generally '.all-in '.tuo d'.^use, 
but which .ire sUll believed by some. 
However, In the Christian religion, the 
Idea of the Trinity, if examined close- 
ly. Is seen tvi bo entirely different in 
concept. 

A Golden Uule, almost similar to th.it 
found in Cbrls'.lanlty. is encountered 
in ConfusolanlsMi. T.U'iini. I.^udlhlsm, 
but It is more of .l piillosop.'r.cal n.ilure. 
In Taolsni o-ivol.i!ly. the motive In 
Eriuanimiiy. which teaches that tho 
emotions of tho mind are not worth 
while. Some relisions are entirely phil- 
o.Hophical while cther.s are ethical. 

The Christian God Is limited by his 
own scnerofclty. where.t3 the Moh.^m- 
medan deity in absolutely unlimited.
